Many lives can be saved from 
fire simply by keeping cool and us¬ 
ing your head. So say experts of the 
Association of panadian Fire Mar¬ 
shals and the Canadian Association 
of Fire Chiefs who, during Fire 
Prevention Week, October 6 - 12. 
are doing their best to emphasize 
the dangers of -fire in the home. 

Thfe average householder may 
conquer a small fire but the best 
thing to do in fire id/ to notify the 
fire department. 

If you have a telephone and can't 
remember the number — and you 
should post! the number near your 
telephone — tell the telephone op- 
oilitor, being sure you give her 
the correct address. 

Stay near a door or a window so 
any sudden bursts of flame cannot 
trap you. If you are fighting a fire 
with a hose or any type of water 
stream, always aim at the burning 
object, never at the smoke or flame. 

If the fire is spread out over the 
floor or ground, start at the end 
nearest you and sweep it out com¬ 
pletely as you advance. If the fire 
is travelling up a wall, put out 
the fire at the bottom first and 
then follow it up. 

In fighting a fire caused by 
electricity, first turn off the power. 
You should know the location of 
the main house switch and a simple 
pail of the handle cuts off power 
throughout the house. That pre¬ 
vents the fire from being re-ignit- 
(,:<! and also avoids the possibility 
of giving yourself a severe electri¬ 
cal shock. 

For most boys, "being a fire¬ 
man" is the height of ambition. It's 
easy for parents to teach children 
simple, good fire-fighting practice 
by making a game of it. Who in „ 
the family does what, where and 
when in fire emergency can be a 
fascinating topic for family dis¬ 
h's true, according to the ex¬ 
perts, that more people are killed 
by smoke and poisonous fumes 
..given off by fire than by actual 
flames. 

.Many fires occur at night and by 
the time you waken they will have 
gained a foothold. Don't rush into 
the hall. Feel the door first. If it 
is lint don't try t!o open it as the 
hall is probably full of fire that 
will burst in Brace the door if pos¬ 
sible. If you can, throw water on it 
to keep it cool. Open your window 
and attempt to attract outside at¬ 
tention. Never jump unless it is 
absolutely necessary. 

Wait for the firemen to take you 
down with ladders. The wait may 
seem long, but the average city fire 
department is on the job within 
minutes of an alarm. 

Deadly smoke and gases as well 
as actual flames tend to rise. Open 
stairways and open doors assist 
their progress. As a result, upper 
floors are usually the most dan¬ 
gerous. Investigation has shown 
that people are overcome much 
more quickly while sleeping on up- 
pei floors than those sleeping on 
ground floors. 

Don’t give fire a place to Start. 
But if one does come, use your 
bead and you'll probably save it.

Not Enough Using 
Polio Vaccine- 
Now Adult Disease 

“So far this year, there have been 
five cases of severe diphtheria ad¬ 
mitted to Toronto’s Hospital for 
Sick Children, with one death. 

“None of these children had re¬ 
ceived diphtheria toxoid although 
the parents knew that it was ob¬ 
tainable, free If necessary, and that 
ii afforded sure protection against 
the scourge of a generation ago," 
writes Ur. Crawford S. Anglin in 
an article appearing in the current 
issue of Health Magazine, official 
publication of' the Health League 
of Canada. 

He points out that this is just 
ono example of how important it 
is for every family to maintain a 
, high degree of protection against 
preventable disease by immunize- 

“Prior to the production of a safe 
vaccine there were up to 8500 cases 
of poliomyelitis with 480 deaths 
reported annually in Canada alone, 
livery summer and fall there was 
a variable decree of concern bord¬ 
ering on panic in areas stricken 
with epidemic outbreaks of this 
paralyzing disease. At these times 
the great hue and cry from the 
populace “Why can’t something be 
done?” 

Well, as we all know, through 
the expenditure of millions of dol¬ 
lars on research and as a result of 
i'le time and effort of many re¬ 
search scientists working together 
ii, ,i vast co-operative enterprise, 
a highly effective preventive vac¬ 
cine has been developed to pro¬ 
vide protection of a high degree 
against the paralyzing and fatal 
effects of poliomyelitis. 

As is so characteristic of human 
nature ,the first year that‘ it was 
announced that the vaccine had 
been prepared and proven, but was 
not at that time available in suf¬ 
ficient quantities, everyone was 
clamoring for it. 

However, now that the vaccine 
is available in adequate amounts to 
immunize the whole population, 
mere is general apathy amongst 
some segments of the population 
who have not taken advantage of 
the vaccine, even when it has been 
offered on a free basis. 

It is difficult to explain why 
there is always a certain percent¬ 
age of every community who fail 
to avail themselves of the progress 
in medical science and protect 
themselves and their families from 
these known preventable condi- 

Dr. Anglin urged that all Cana¬ 
dians who are not yet protected by 
immunization against this now pre¬ 
ventable crippling disease do so as 
soon as possible. 

“Poliomyelitis is no longer a di¬ 
sease of infants and children. In¬ 
fantile paralysis, as the disease 
was called at one time, is a mis¬ 
nomer, for it is increasingly be¬ 
coming a disease of adults over 18 
years of age, where it is even a 
more crippling condition and a 
more serious economic problem. 

“Therefore, it is of vital import¬ 
ance that all age groups take ad- 
\aniage of this vaccine to control 
one of the formerly most feared 
devastating, contagious diseases.’”

Queen's Visit 
To Be Seen Live 
Coast-to-Coast 

Ottawa, Sept. 23 — TV viewers 
in Vancouver, Victoria, Calgary, 
Lethbridge, Edmonton, Moncton, 
St. Johns, "Halifax, Sidney and 
Charlottetown will be added to the 
live microwave network for CBC 
coverage <jf the Royal visit. 

In making tije announcement to¬ 
day the CBC 1 explained that ar¬ 
rangements with telephone com¬ 
panies in Chnada and the United 
States, as well as with the Ameri¬ 
can Broadcasting Companies in the 
eastern United States would make 
live coverage available i,o stations 
of the west coast and the Mari- 
timqs. 

These, links, like that of the 
T'ans-Canada telephone system to 
Calgary, Lethbridge and Edmon¬ 
ton, are being provided especially 
for the Royal visit and do not coni 
siitute the beginning of regular 
microwave service to these areas. 

This special service beyond the 
regular microwave facilities, will 
include all events being fed by CBC 
to its complete TV networks. It 
will include the arrival ceremon¬ 
ies and the opening of parliament. 

The only event still in some doubt 
is the address by Her Majesty to 
the nation on Sunday, October 13. 

It is hoped that this will lie 
“live” in all areas although clear¬ 
ance still has to be obtained from 
some ABC affiliates in order to 
carry it into the Maritime provin¬ 
ces. CBC will feed the sound por¬ 
tion of the address to all TV stu¬ 
dies beyond the’ reach of the micro- 
wave network. 

Regular microwave service to the 
Maritiines is expected early in 1958 
and the link between Calgary and 
Vancouver late next spring. 

Calgary, Edmonton and Leth¬ 
bridge are expected to be on the 
regular microwave network in 
time for the (Jrey Cup football 
final. 

CNIB Rural Campaign 
Starts Oct. 1 

The annual campaign for funds 
in aid of the work of the Cana¬ 
dian National Institute for the 
Blind will open in Coleman and 
Elairmore on October 1st. This was 
announced today by Mrs. William 
Ford and Mr. F|. Rodinyak, cam¬ 
paign convenors of the I.O.D.E., 
Crows Nest Chapter I.O.D.E., which 
is sponsoring the CNIB campaign 
here. 

In making this announcement, 
Mrs. Ford stressed the importance 
of this annual appeal. 

"The Canadian National Insti¬ 
tute for the Blind is the only or¬ 
ganization having a general service 
program for blind Albertans, and 
(lie special services available to 
blind people through the CNIB can 
lie secured from no other source." 

The objective of the campaign 
for Alberta is -50,000. This amount 
is urgently needed to supplement 
municipal and government grants 
which the CNIB receives in order 
that the wide range of services 
which it has developed can be main¬ 
tained.- These services include: — 
instruction in Brailie and handi¬ 
crafts, training in adjustment to 
blindness, vocational training, job 
placement and employment servi¬ 
ces, library, special concessions 
adn personal services, prevention 
of blindness and general welfare 
services. 

There are now nearly 1300 blind 


people registered with the CNIB 
in Alberta, who look to the agency 
for service. 

This register of blind people is 
constantly increasing, and the 
(’NIB can only meet the additional 
demands upon it if adequate public 
support is forthcoming. 

The antfual rural campaign ex¬ 
tends in all non-Community Chest 
areas of southern Alberta during 
the month of October.

Hunting will 
he allowed throughout the prov¬ 
ince with two exceptions — the 
large Eastern Irrigation District 
and on the lands of the British 
block at Suffield (the United King¬ 
dom Experimental Station), 
Separate licenses are to be sold 
for antelope hunting and will cost 
lucky nimrods $5. The 500 licenses 
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Rudv's Spoils Store r 


allotted to the Calgary area will go 
on sale at the Alberta Fish and 
Game Department’s local branch 
at 134, 8th Ave. E., October 1st at 
8:30 a.m. 

Licenses may also be purchased 
by mail from the Fish and Game 
Commissioner’s office, Lands and 
Forests, Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources Building, Edmonton. These 
licenses will he granted on a first 
come, first served basis and will not 
be considered unless postmarked 
inter than Sept. 30. 

Proxy Applications 

Proxy applications will be ac¬ 
cepted at local Fish and Game 
branch office, provided the issuer 
is satisfied as to the validity of the 
pioxy. No non-resident antelope 
licenses will be issued this year. 

Any licence applications received 
by mail after the provincial quota 
n i 2500 licences has been filled, 
will be returned to the sender. In 
making mail application hunters 
must state their name, address, 
occupation and enclose the re¬ 
quired $5 fee. 


TIDE-RIPS

A runawnay .bus, a treacherous 
mountain road, and a heroic driver 
teamed up to provide a handful of 
Canadian sailors from HMCS “Que¬ 
bec” with a thrilling but somewhat 
hectic ride, during one of the ship’s 
visits to Trinidad in the West In¬ 
dies. 

A group of men from the Cana¬ 
dian cruiser were travelling by bus 
from Maracas Beach to Port of 
Spain, a distance of 16 miles 
through rugged mountain country. 
The vehicle was wheeling down one 
one of the steepest grades when the 
brakes suddenly failed. The 
civilian passengers along with the 
conductor of the bus quickly de¬ 
cided they wanted no part of the 
situation and promptly bailed out. 
The Canadians and the driver pre¬ 
pared to ride it out. 

The speeding bus careened down 
the narrow snaking road, which 
rau along the side of a cliff. One 
wrong gues son the part of the 
driver meant either being smashed 
into the side of the cliff or going 
over the side for a drop of nearly 
1000 feet. 

A shift into low gear slowed them 
down momentarily, but their wild 
ride was quickly resumed as (lie 
clutch could not stand the load and 
burned out. The sailors encouraged 
the driver to try and break their 
speed by grazing the vehicle against 
the side of the cliff. This method 
of slowing down was extremely 
hazardous and many a prayer was 
said as the bus careened around 
hairpin curves and roared down-the 
straightaways. 

After what seemed an eternity 
the runaway came to a halt and 
the seamen staggered out badly, 
shaken up but otherwise unhurt. 
The driver was profoundly thanked, 
and congratulated ou his skill on 
bringing them unscathed through 
such an experience. 

Another bus was sent out from 
town to take over from its broken 
down cohort, but very few of the 
men got aboard. Most of them 
walked the remainder of the way to 
town, while a couple of hardy souls 
tried their hand at hitch-hiking. 

Alberta Wheat Pool 
now have 
seed division 

Commencing August 1st the Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool will be in a posi¬ 
tion to handle forage and cereal 
seed crops on a co-operative basis 
for Alberta farms. This announce¬ 
ment was made in Calgary this 
morning by Ben S. Plumer, chair¬ 
man of the Pool’s board of direc¬ 
tors. 

Earlier this summer the pur¬ 
chase of the assets and properties 
of the AlbertiT Seed Growers’ Co¬ 
operative was announced but at 
the time, the actual date of trans¬ 
fer had not been established. 

The new Seed Division of the 
Wheat Pool will be in a position to 
handle deliveries of seed from this 
year’s harvest, expected to get 
under way in parts of Alberta with¬ 
in the next week or two. 

Mr. Plumer said that few changes 
in staff, facilities and operating 
methods from those of the Seed 
Growers’ association are planned at 
the present time. Producers will 
have the option of selling on a pool 
basis or thpy may sell their seed 
outright to the Seed Division. 

Initial payments and prices will 
be established as soon as possible.
